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UW Drive To Continue 


After extending the United Way 
fund drive deadline one week, cam ­ 
paign chairman John Crawford says 
the deadline won’t be met, but he still 
expects the drive to be successful. 
“ Right now, we’re standing at 
approximately 76 percent of our goal 
completed, but we’ve got some m ajor 
contributions outstanding,” Crawford 
said Thursday afternoon. I don’t mean 
to sound 
like

chickens before they hatch, but I think 
we should be able to meet our goal by 
the middle of next week.” 
According to Crawford, $43,563 has 
been turned in thus far, leaving the 
drive some $13,000 short of the $56,790 
goal. However, he isn’t unduly con­ 
cerned. 
“From the reports I’ve been get­ 
ting, we’re doing great on the con­ 
tributions we’re working on right 
now,” he revealed. “ It’s just that we 
don’t have enough manpower to take 
care of many former contributors who 
haven’t been contacted as yet. We just 
need workers to call on them ,” he 
added. 
Craw ford also explained that 
despite the 24-percent gap in pledges 
and the fund goal, he faces a drive 
deadline of today with confidence. 
“ If I were in this for the glory or 
prestige, yes, I’d be worried about not 
making the deadline.” he said. “ But I 
believe in United Way, and as far as 
I’m concerned, the objective is to get 
the money in—not meeting some 
deadline. If I have to go a week or IO 
days beyond a deadline to get the

Welfare 
deposited $1.2 million in a U.S. Postal 
Service account and left it there for a 
year before returning the money to 
the state treasury. 
“We uncovered it when we noticed 
their actual postal expenses were 
lower than what they had drawn,” 
said Randall Wood, deputy state 
comptroller. “We asked what was 
going on, and all of a sudden a check 
came for $1,184 million.” 
Wood said the state could have 
earned about $75,000 interest on the 
funds if State Treasurer Jesse James 
had had it available for deposit in 
interest bearing accounts. 
The money was sent to the postal 
service’s San Antonio office in $100,000 
increments between July 22 and Aug 
21,1975, shortly before the state fiscal 
year ended Aug. 31. 
The department returned the 
money to the state treasury July 16. 
“I think they pulled it out to spend it 
the next year and plain forgot about 
it,” Wood said. 
Jack Blanton, executive assistant to 
welfare com m issioner Raymond 
Vowell, said the department over 
estimated the amount of money it 
would need for old age assistance 
programs, and “somebody did not 
catch the over-deposit of postal 
funds.”

From Burning House

Two toddlers were rescued from a 
burning fram ehouse Thursday by two 
men who were luckily in the right 
place at the right time 
Andy Cox of 1905 Hillcrest and Chris 
Toler of 1813 17th St 
heard the 
scream s of Mrs. Delores Blodgett at 
3:26 p.m. and ran to the residence at 
1301 Avenue M in time to take one- 
year-old David and two-year-old 
Darlene from the rooms which were 
rapidly filling with smoke and flame. 
Firefighters arrived as the men 
carried the tots to safety and were 
forced to don oxygen masks before 
entering the two-bedroom home. 
Both children w ere checked by 
ambulance attendants at the scene 
and apparently escaped injury. 
Mrs. 
Blodgett said David 
was 
asleep in the back bedroom and she 
was playing with Delores in the living 
room when she noticed smoke coming 
from the boy’s bedroom. As Cox ran 
into

flames flickering from near the top of 
a closet. 
Fire Marshal Bill Threet believes 
the blaze may have begun in the 
electrical wiring although he has not 
ruled out the possibility that a small 


portable heater may have contributed 
to the fire.

possessions were ruined by the heat, 
smoke and water. Threet said, and the 
family lost all of their clothing. The 
Blodgetts had no insurance on the 
contents of the house which is owned 
by Davis and Associates of Plano 
“We’ve lost all of our clothes,” Mrs. 
Blodgett confirmed today from the 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs 
J.C. Fisher “Some people cam e over 
last night and brought enough clothes 
for the children to have a change, but

Parents To Receive 
PGH Consent Forms 


P aren tal 
consent 
form s 
a re 
currently being issued to parents of 
children in the Plano area, according 
to Jam es A. Epps, administrator at 
Plano General Hospital 
“We have had requests from some 
Plano schools and the hospital is 
making these forms available as a 
service to the entire community,” 
Epps commented “Texas state law 
requires that anyone under the age of 
18 years must have written parental 
or guardian consent 
in order to 
receive treatm en t in a hospital 
emergency room 
“ It is only in cases of what the state 
explicitly calls 
life threatening 
situations' that our emergency room 
can 
provide 
essential 
m edical 
treatm ent necessary to preserve life 
to anyone without such written con­ 
sent. if they are under 18,” “ Epps 
pointed out 
“The prime reason for the forms is 
so that the hospital will have per 
mission from the parents or guardian 
to give immediate attention to wounds 
and to apply such medicines and 


procedures as we deem necessary in 
the treatment of a medical problem," 
he added 
As an example, if a child is hurt on 
the playground, the form a parent 
signed at the school only gives the 
school the consent to take the child to 
the hospital emergency room. Only if 
a parental consent form is signed and 
on file, is it possible for the emergency 
room physician to treat the child, 
unless it is a m atter of life and death 
“The parental consent forms are 
now available at the Plano General 
Hospital Emergency Room,” Epps 
continued 
“They request from the 
parents such essential information as 
a history of drug allergies, date of last 
tetanus 
booster, and any 
known 
illnesses which need to be considered 
in treatm ent The forms do require 
notorization and the signature of one 
parent or legal guardian 
“ Be assured that we will always 
attempt to contact parents prior to 
treatment of a child however, in the 
event they cannot be reached or are 
out of town, the consent forms will

My daughter was married in my 27- 
year-old wedding dress that had spots and stains on it As 
crazy as this sounds I put it through the washer on the gentle 
cycle, with regular soap suds and. believe it or not. added a bit 
of bleach I put it in the dryer and it comes out beautifully, even 
though it had tiny covered buttons all the way down the back. 
This dress is a very heavy satin After it was washed. I ironed

Dear Doc: What is the 
average life span of weeping 
willows 
and 
fruitless 
mulberries? 
Under 20 years. Perhaps 
considerably under. Both 
are strong growing, 
soft 
wooded trees subject to a 
variety of insect and disease 
pests. 
Dear Doc: When is the 
best time to order and plant 
fruit trees? 
Mid-winter, for both. Try 
to patronize Texas nurseries 
if at all possible, since plants 
will be much better ac­ 
climatized. 
Select 
modest 
sized trees (four to six feet.). 
for quickest recovery and 
prune carefully following 
planting. Aim to remove 30- 
40 percent of the top growth 
to lessen the drain on the 
root system 
Dear Doc: How long does a 
gloxinia bulb need to rest 
before you start it growing 
again? 
A couple of months. And 
that means really resting, 
really dormant—no water. 
Dear Doc: We’re bringing 
coleus indoors for the winter. 
What’s a good spray for the 
mealy bugs? 
Malathion or diazinon. 
You can also remove them 
with a cotton swab dipped in 
alcohol. 
Dear Doc: 
Do coffee 
grounds hurt a compost pile? 
How 
about 
egg 
shells, 
vegetables 
and 
meat 
scraps? 
No problem on the coffee 
grounds, egg shells and 
vegetables, though you’d 
have to be running a pretty 
large dining hall to make 
much of an impact. Don’t 
use the meat scraps—you’ll 
find they invite unwanted 
guests. 
Dear Doc: Is there a spray 
we can use on bois d’arcs to 


keep those messy apples 
from forming? 
Not presently. They're just 
one of the blessings of that 
durable tree Too bad you 
don’t have one of the thor­ 
nless-fruitless bois d’arc 
selections. Ridded of those 
two major drawbacks, the 
tree is really quite useful. 


Dear Doc: How old does a 
bird-of-paradise have to be 
before it will bloom. We’ve 
grown one from seed planted 
five or six years ago. 
Veteran 
bird-of-paradise 
growers (and anyone who 
brings one into flower is 
automatically a veteran!) 
tell us seven years. They’re 
slow to mature, but yours 
should soon come of age. 
Dear Doc: Why do some 
pecan trees on our block lose 
their 
leaves 
so 
much 
sooner than others? Does it 
matter? 
It’s a varietal difference 
and, boy, does it 
ever 
matter! Trees that go bare 
prematurely are much less 
likely to bear heavy crops 
next growing season 


Dear Doc: I’d like help 
with my peonies. I plant 
them every year but they fail 
to come up. Those few that 
do come up never bloom. Is 
there 
anything 
special 
I 
should be doing? 
Probably your best bet 
would be to buy container- 
grown plants, those already 
well established Plant them 
in a spot receiving afternoon 
shade. Prepare soil to a 
depth of 15-18 inches, mixing 
in at least 50 percent organic 
matter (peat moss, compost, 
etc.) and two to four pounds 
of superphosphate per IOO 
square feet. Good drainage 
is essential, so consider 
mounding the soil 
above 
surrounding ground level.

Dear Doc : Should we cut 
back the top growth of our 
asparagus and pile mulch 
over the roots? 
Let the tops die down 
naturally before you cut and 
mulch Mix super phosphate 
or other high-phosphorus 
fertilizer into the top inch of 
soil, two to four pounds per 
IOO square feet Keep plants 
well watered throughout to 
encourage vigorous growth 
in early spring 
Dear Doc: What is the 
native tree that we see with 
bright yellow 
leaves and 
fruit looks like a chinaberry 
How good would it be in a 
yard? 
That’s western soapberry, 
Sap in d u s 
drum m ondii. 
Personally, I believe it s one 
of our better native trees: 
adapted to alkaline soils, 
drought and a variety of 
tem peratures. It’s quick-

namental with few pest 
problems. But you’ll have to 
dig it yourself: seldom of­ 
fered in nurseries. 
Dear Doc: We noticed last 
week that our bermudagrass

They are then treated 
with chemicals and dyed
